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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restriction 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 5-6, drawn to am extension apparatus/method with two 
axial center alignment mechanisms, classified in class 65, subclass 500. 

II. Claims 7-9, drawn to a preform drawing apparatus, classified in 
class 65, subclass 501. 

III. . Claims 10-13, drawn to a preform drawing apparatus, classified in 
class 65, subclass 488. 

IV. Claims 14-16, drawn to a process of increasing speed during the 
stretching of a preform, classified in class 65, subclass 381. 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP 
§ 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination need not have 
the controlling means and moving means. The subcombination has separate utility 
such as an invention which heat melts a glass preform to a pull glass member. 

Inventions I and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP 
§ 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because The combination does not need a 
speed meter or a moving means. The subcombination has separate utility such as 
drawing out a glass member which has been extended by a pull rod. 
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Inventions I and IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP 
§ 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination does not need 
have an increase in an extension speed. The subcombination has separate utility such 
as drawing out a glass member which has been extended by a pull rod. 

Inventions II and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP 
§ 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination does not require 
the temperature measurement unit, the speed meter, the moving means or the control 
means as required by the subcombination. The subcombination has separate utility 
such as controlling the apparatus based on speed rather than the location of the 
junction portion. 

Inventions IV and ll-lll are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP 
§ 806.05(e)). In this case the process can be practiced by a materially different 
apparatus, such as one without an upper holder for holding an upper end or a lower 
holder coinciding therewith, without a control means as claimed and/or without a 
temperature measurement unit, speed meter and moving means. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for each group is not required for the other groups, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 



IF GROUP I is restricted, the following ELECTION of SPECIES is REQUIRED : 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: Specie A, the method of claim 5; and Specie B, the 
method of claim 6. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
